For the Phrafe Curfe God, was had in fuch De efta- 
tion that the Fews ufually expreffed it by a Word 
of a quite contrary Signification: But had our 
Tranflators rendred it Literally, and not accord- 
ing to the true meaning of the Sacred Penmen, 
it wou'd undoubtedly have appear’d abfurd and un- 
intelligible co our Common Readers. For what 
unlearned Reader wou'd have underftood the fore- 
cited Place, 1 Kings 21.. had it been Literally 
Tranflated agreeable to the Hebrew, according to 
Which the Story is thar Naboth was put to Death 
for Bleffing God and the King? Our YVranflators 
therefore have with good Reafon exprefs'd the real 
meaning of this and the other Places: And the 
French in varying from us have aéted neither Con- 
fiftent with Prudence nor themfelves. For tho’ 
they have Tranflared the Place ciied by you Blef 
God, yet Chap. 1. Ver. 5. they have rendred Curfed 
God, whereas the Original of both’ Places has the 
faue kxpreffion.

In the Churches you will ind tome Nodding, tome 
Ogiing, {ome Bowing, ome taking Snutt, and here 
and there one Attending, At Change is the Con- 
fufion of Babel, in Looks and Gettures as weil as 
in their Languages; and at the Coffee Houles you 
meet all the Arts, Sciences, Religions, Poltticks, 
Principles and Humots ot the Univerie. But we 
Will 
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will not pretend here to fum up rhe particuliars of 
all the various Humors, Di{pofitions, Inclinations, 
Perfvations and other Amufements of this Town, 
fince we expect ro find them fufficient to furnifh all 
our Papers, fhou’d they continueour whole Lives.

Marefchal Count de Taun, import that 

the Imperial and other Troops were actu- 
ally on their March for Piemont, and that the Ar- 
my is to he formed before the 20th Inftant, to be- 
gin the Operations of the Campaign, which that 
has fully concerted with the Duke of Savoy. The 
Advices from Hamburgh, ate that according to the 
laft Letters from Copenhagen of the 14th Inftanr, 
Admiral Guldenlew Sailed that Day with 22 Men 
of War for the Baltick, with Orders to Fight the 
Swedith Fleet, which is likewife at Sea, fo that we 
we may !uddenly expect to hear of an Engage- 
ment; That the Danes make great Ps eparitions to 
return into Schonen, but rheir Cavalry cannot be 
entirely Eftablithed and Remounced ull the later 
end of July, will give time to the Swedes to pre- 
pare them(elves for a Vigorons Detence, from 
which Country tis faid chey Augment their Forces 
with 20000 Men, and that the Levies are making 
with all Imaginable Succefs; Thar the Swedith 
Troops in Pomerania are ftill in their Quarters, 
notwithftanding it was confidently reporced, that 
they were to Encamp the 15th Inftant, and ‘tis be- 
lieved, they wilnow wait for new Orders from 
Stockholm, where the di{patches brought from Ben- 
der, by an Officer who is Embark’d for Sweden, 
will perhaps occafion fome Alterations in their
